In announcing, OB I do, that I havo at- 


tached my signature of olliciul approval to 
tho act making appropriations for Iho cou- 
sular aud diplomatic service of tho govern- 
ment for tho yonr ending Juno UO, 1877, nnd 
for other purposes, it ia iny duty to call at- 
tention to n provision in tbo act, directing 
that notice bo sent to certain of tho diplo- 
matic consular officers of tho government to 
close their offices. 
In tho literal eonso of 


this direction, it would bo nn invasion of tho 
constitutional prerogative and duty of tho 
executive. 
By tho constitution the presi- 


dent shall have power, by and with tho ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, to make 
treaties, provided two thirds of tho Senators 
present opnsout, and ho shall terminate, aud 
by ami with tho advice and consent of tho 
Senate Khali appoiut ambassadors, othor 
public ministers and consult!, <lo., &o., Ao. 
It is within tho power of Congress to grant 
or withhold appropriations of money for tho 
payment of salaries and tho oxpouKoa of tho 
foreign 
representatives 
of tho govern- 


ment. In tho early days of the government 
a 
sum 
in 
grosa 
was 
appropriated, 


leaving it to fho Executive to determino 
tho grade of tho officers nnd tho oountrio's 
to which they should bo sent. Latterly, for 
very many yeara, specific BUUIB -havo boon 
appropriated for designated missions or em- 
ployment, and, as a rule, tho omission by 
congress to make an appropriation for any 
specific post has heretofore been accepted 
as an indication of a wish on the part of 
cougrosa, which tho executive branch of the 
government respected and complied with. 
In calling attention to tho passage which I 
have indicated, I assume that the intention 
of tho provision is only to exercise the con- 
stitutional prerogative of congress over tho 
expenditures of tho government, nnd to fix 
& timo at which tho compensation of certain 
diplomatic and consular officors shall cease, 
aud not to invade the prerogative of tho 
Executive which I should bo compelled to 
resist, and my present object is not to dis- 
cuss or dispute tho wisdom of failing to ap- 
propriate for tho several officors, but to 
guard against the construction that might 
possibly bo placed in tho language used OH 
implying a right of tho legislative branch to 
direct tho closing or discontinuing of any of 
tho diplomatic or consular officers of tho 
government.
